They made their way out of jail 
soon after their supper 
had

on the door leading out into the jail 
corridor. 
Then they made their way 
out through the basement.

home, hav ing gone to Vernon town­ 
ship on official business. 
Only the 
women, who had just fed the prisoners, 
were about at the time. 
Sev eral other 
prisoners could hav e passed out at 
the same time but did not do so. 
The four men were seen on the 
street soon after they were out and it 
was only a few minutes until some one 
telephoned the information to the jail.

H e declared tha t most persons do not 
really know one sty le of cutting from 
another. 
T hey have a vague idea tha t 
rose diam onds are thin, b ut tha t’s ab out 
as far as their technical knowledge goes 
on tha t lino. 
The b rilliant is the finest form of c ut­ 
ting. 
It is not alw ay s exactly the same, 
b ut all the form s of it have certain main 
features in common. 
T he front or top of a b rilliant consists 
of an eight-sided facet, called the tab le, 
which is surrounded b y thirty -tw o sm all­ 
er facets. 
T he se reach to w hat is known 
as the girdle, the thin edge separatin g 
the upper part, called the crown or the 
b izet, of the stone from the lower part, 
or pavilion. 
T he pavilion has twenty -four facets 
term inating in a small flat facet called 
the culet. 
T his makes fifty -eight facets, 
counting the tab le and the culet. 
¡Some­ 
times there a re added eight ex tra facets 
around the culet. 
O f late y ears it has b een discovered 
that a stone should b e cut with a good 
deal of w ha t is termed spread. 
It used 
to b e thought that a stone should have 
one-third ab ove the girdle and tw o-thirds 
b elow. 
Now the ’b est are cut w ith less 
than 
a 
third 
ab ove and 
the 
change 
makes for greater b rilliancy . 
W ha t a Good Stone Shows. 
A 
properly 
proportioned 
stone 
will 
show as m uch light and color in the very 
center, under the tab le, as at the edge 
where it is cut thin to receive the light. 
If a diam ond is too deep it has a dead 
center, a 
b lack well without light or 
color. 
If it is too shallow it has a glassy 
lo o k and is technically known as a fish 
ey e. 
M any persons b uy these fish ey es b e­ 
cause the stone looks as if it were larger 
than it really is. 
As a m a tte r of fact 
their lack of b rilliancy is so m uch more 
conspicuous tha n any detail of size tha t 
a fishy stone is a b ad b argain ut alm ost 
any price. 
A s for the 
thick 
stones, 
called lum py b y dealers, a person simply 
pay s for tha t much extra w eight and 
after all gets a dead centred stone. 
T he A m erican cut b rilliant has the 
sam e num b er of facets as the regular 
b rilliant, fifty -eight; b ut

T he tw entieth cen­ 
tury is a com paratively new form of 
the b rilliant cut. 
At first it had eighty -eight facets, and

O riental Means H ifh Quality . 
Tw o of the most com m on expressions 
in the trad e are interesting in the light 
they throw on the history of precious 
stones. 
T he word oriental has come to 
b e applied to all gems of the finest qual­ 
ity , no m a tte r where they come from. 
Less frequently the word occidental is 
used to designate inferior stones. 
This is due of course to the fact that 
for centuries the 
supply 
of 
precious 
stones cam e from the east, and also to 
the fact tha t even w hen n ew mines were 
later discovered in w estern countries the 
gems w ere a t first thought to b e inferior. 
In some cases they really were. 
Som etim es the word oriental is used 
in another way . 
F or instance, the ori­ 
ental topaz, the oriental em erald and the 
oriental am ethy st a re in reality all sap­ 
phires. and receive these n am es solely on 
account of their color. 
Of course the oriental 
topaz 
is n 
much ra re and finer gem tha n the real 
topaz, so tha t the usual idea implied in 
the word is here carried out as it is b y 
contrast w ith the y ellow cairngorm is 
called the occidental topaz. 
T he three former stones really come 
under the head of fancy sapphires, which 
is the tra d e expression f<>r sapphires of 
-Some other color than d e ep b lue. 
A 11 
stones except diamonds a re called fancies 
when they depart radically from their 
normal color. 
The b rilliancy of fancy sapphires is 
very great, b ut usually they are among 
the less expensive gems. 
M*» st of the 
fancy sapphires con« *" from Cey lon, b aft 
M ontana supplies some very b eautiful 
ones. 
No Spanish E m eralds. 
“ Fine old Spanish 
e m erald s” 
is 
a 
phrase which means som ething quite dif­ 
ferent from w hat it 
seem s to imply . 
There never was an em erald mined in 
Spain, b ut a fte r the conquest of IVru the 
conquerors b rought hom e grea t quanti­ 
ties of loot, of which em erald s formed an 
im portant part. 
In this w ay the finest em eralds came 
into possession of the old Spanish fam ­ 
ilies. and a s very few had b een seen in 
Europe previous to tha t tim e all the b est 
stones soon b ecame classed as fine old 
Spanish em eralds. Today the expression 
still applies to the b est em erald s of any 
source. 
M ontana sapphires are .known to the 
trade as new mine sapphires as a dis­ 
tinction from old mine sapphires from 
other countries. 
T he b est 
are highly 
thought of ab road. Most of them go there 
to b e cut, though a great m a n y later find 
their way b ack to this country . 
The opal 
used in jew elry 
is distin­ 
guished from other varieties of less value 
b y calling it precious or nob le opal. Opals 
differ very greatly in their color effects 
and those are known as the pattern of 
the gem. 
T he shape an d size of the 
flashes of color vary from very small, 
when the stone is called pin’s point opal, 
to larger, squarish spangles, when it is 
a harlequin opal.

'I’oday, farming has moved westward , 
aud large fa rm s in the hills have been 
reduce! 
or abandoned entirely.

true, of course, that men have learned 
to cultivate small areas often as profit­ 
ably as their lashers did larger tracts of 
laud. 
Every 
industrious farmer w e nt 
over his pastures each year and removed 
every chance pine that had seeded from

Acres of N ew Trees. 
It may not be very strange to know 
then that 
today there art* more a c ie s 
actually gr ow in g trees than there were 
fifty or sixty years ago. 
There is not 
more timber, of course, for much of the 
valuable forests hav e been removed w ith ­ 
in the last fifty years. 
Such laud is now 
covered 
with a poor quality of hard­ 
woods. 
T h e valuable forests today are 
the old fields and pastures which ha ve 
grow n up to pine. 
Everyone knows that broadleaf tr°es, 
such as birch, maple aud oak, usually 
take the place of pine when it is cut.

Dr. Campanini, after reviewing the va­ 
rious means of preserving eggs by salt 
water, lime water, silicate 
of 
potash, 
vaseline and o l d storage -described his 
experiments, wWrb showed better result* 
than all others. 
H is theory is that to 
preserve 
eggs 
some system must he adopted that will 
absolutely prevent the exchange between 
the air outside and that inside the egg — 
for it is th is* continual exchange that 
causes putrefaction. 
Dr. Campanini selected perfectly fresh 
eggs and covered them wiLb lard, so as 
to effectually stop up all the pores. The 
shells were thus rendered impermeable, 
the exchange of air wus prevented aud, 
the obstruction of tile pores not permit­ 
ting the evaporation of the water, there 
w as no loss of weight. The whites and 
-yidlows of the eggs retained their—color 
perfectly and the taste was not moonie*!

“It goes without sayin g that in this 
in d ustrial age in d ustrial question s, in ­ 
clin in g the relation s of employer an d 
employes, are amon g the most vital 
an d pressin g question s 
of the d ay. ! 
You will be able, n o d oubt, to com­ 
man d the co-operation in the work of 
your d epartm en t, n ot on ly of the rep­ 
resen tatives of organ ized labor, but of 
that great bod y of employers of labor 
who recogn ize an d sympathize with 
the aspiration s an d aims of organ ized j 
labor an d from this stan d poin t of ad - | 
van tage we thin k you may tie able to 
ren d er en d urin g service to the coun ­ 
try in a field n ot secon d in itrfhien ce 
to an y other.” 
Un d er d ate of July 17, Mr. Mitchell 
accepted Mr 
Low s offer, replyin g: 
“I d esire to than k you for the oppor­ 
tun ity thus open ed to me to d evelop, 
so far as lies in my power, a relation - j 
ship between employers an d workin g­ 
men which will con d uce to their mu­ 
tual in terest, an d protectin g the public 
welfare by the promotion of in d ustrial 
peace. 
“The trad e agreem en t is n ot a spec­ 
ulative. un tried theory. 
On the con 
trary it is the recogn ized an d « s?ab- 
lisbed method through which wages 
an d con d ition s of employmen t ar» reg­ 
ulated between workmen an d employ 
ers In man y of the most importan t in 
d ustries of the in terd epen d en ce < f la 
bor an d capital; it gives to the workin g­ 
men an in terest in the successful con ­ 
d uct of busin ess an d guaran tees to em­ 
ployers an d employes alike, lon g peri­ 
od s of in d ustrial peace, an assuran ce : 
that can n ot 
be given through 
an y 
other agen cy. 
“The main ten an ce* an d exten sion of 
this system of regulatin g con d ition s of 
employmen t an d in d ustry should meet 
with the approbation of all forces in 
society solicitous for in d ustrial peace 
on a basis equitable to the workin g­ 
men an d to their employers.” 
Mr. Mitchell moved to this city last 
Wed n esd ay an d tod ay established his 
head quarters in the offices of the Na- 
tion al Civic Fed eration , I'M 
Fourth 
aven ue. 
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When the Lord told Samuel th at Saul 
could n o lon ger be kin g it grieved him 
so that he cried un to the Lord all 
n ight, an d , although he wen t to sec 
him n o more, he con tin ued to mourn 
for him (chapter xv, it, 35); hen ce tlie 
open in g word s of our lesson chapter, 
“How lon g wilt thou mourn for Saul 
seein g 1 have rejected him from reign 
lag over Israel?” 
It is well to remin d 
ourselves that the cause of Saul's be 
in g rejected by the Lord was his re­ 
jection of the word of the Lord (xv, 
23, 26), for in these d ays the word of 
the Lord is bein g rejected by man y 
who still profess to be His frien d s, but 
It can n ot be, for those who reject or 
eveu question the word of God are in 
the service of Him whose first record ­ 
ed utteran ce 
was. “Yea. 
hath God 
said ” (Gen . iii, 1). 
There are man y 
also who, like Samuel, seem to sid e! 
more with the Sauls than with the 
Lord . 
Matt, xii, 30, is a searchin g 
word , “He th a t is n ot with me is! 
again st me.” an d we must stan d whole 
hearted iy with Him for every word 
the Spirit has written , receivin g it. 
hold in g it fast, rightly d ivid in g it an d 
hold in g it forth (Jas. 1; Tit. i; il Tim 
ii; Phil. iif. 
To be on the Lord ’s sid e 
mean s to stan d with Him again st even 
the n earest an d d earest as Levi d id . 
for on ly thus can we turn people away» 
from in iquity (Lv. xxxii. 26-29; Mai. j 
ii, 4-6). 
“Fill thin e horn with oil uud go; 1 ! 
will sen d thee. * * * for 1 have provid -1 
ed me a kin g.” 
These word s carry us j 
back to that great n ame “Jehovah ! 
jireh” (Gen . xxii, 14). 
The Lord will 
see or provid e, an d He who provid ed 
the lamb has also provid ed a kin g who 
shall sit on the thron e of David an d I 
reign over the house of Jacob forever.' 
The Lamb an d the Kin g shall be seen 
to be on e an d the same, for when John 
was told that the lion of Jud ah had ; 
P’ ''ailed to break the seals an d open 
the book he looked an d beheld a lamb 
as it hail been slain (Rev. v, 5, 0) 
Thin kin g of the Lori! seein g an d pro­ 
vid in g lead s me to say that I fin d a 
lot of comfort in the n ame of that 
well by which the Lord eorn f<irtod 
Ilagar (Gen . xvi, 14. margin ), “The 
well of llim th a t liveth an d seeth me.” 
We are remin d ed also of our Lord ’s 
word , “ Your Heaven ly Father kn ow- \ 
eth w hat thin gs ye have n eed of” j 
(M att vi, 32). 
Samuel seems to be a little out of 
fellowship, for his “How' can I go? 
Saul will kill me" (verse 2), d oes n ot 
soun d like prompt an d hearty obed i-1 
en ce. 
Possibly his con tin ued mourn -1 
in g for the rejected Saul 
was the} 
cause of it 
The Lord graciously an d j 
patien tly g a ve him a « 'ommission which j 


! in clud ed the former an d d ispelled his 
fears. 
Doubtless this was the Lord ’s 
origin al in ten tion , but Samuel got in 
his question of fear before the Lord 
I had fin ished II is commission . 
Now it 
is all plain , an d Samuel has on ly to 
d o that which the Ixml spake (verse 4» , 
an d he d id it. 
Jesse an d seven of his 
; son s came to meet Samuel, who had 
been lookin g so lon g at a tall, flue look­ 
in g man , Saul, that when he set eyes 
upon Eliab, whose coun ten an ce an d 
height mad e him con spicuous, he said , 
“Surely the Lord ’s an oin ted is before 
Him” (verses 6, 7). But n ote the Lord 's 
message. “ I have refused him, for the 
Lord seeth n ot as man seeth, for man 
looketh 
011 the outward appearan ce, 
but the Lord looketh on the heart.” 
What a word for us to keep in min d 
in con n ection with I < 'or. i, 26-29! 
We 
will n eed it as lon g as we con tin ue in 
these mortal bod ies—n ot the outward 
of form or figure, of height or coun ­ 
ten an ce. of eloquen ce or oratory, or 
an ythin g that the merely n atural man 
is apt to con sid er, but the attitud e of 
the heart toward God . 
They said of 
the great apostle Paul that, while his 
letters were weighty an d powerful, 
his bod ily presen ce was weak an d his 
speech con temptible (Ii Cor. x, 10» . 
As the seven son s passed before Sam­ 
uel the word came again an d again . 
“The Lord halh n ot chosen this." What 
a great an d comfortin g truth it is that 
when a sin n er comes to Christ for sal­ 
vation n o on e is ever refused , reject­ 
ed or cast out! 
(John vi, 37.) 
Samuel is perplexed , for the Lord 
had said that lie had provid ed a kin g 
from amon g the son s of Jesse, so he 
asks if all are here an d is in formed 
that the youn gest keepeth the sheep 
at home. 
Everythin g stopped till he 
was sen t for, an d as he came the Lord 
said to Samuel, “Arise, an oin t him. 
for this is he” (verse 12» . 
lie, too, had 
a beautiful coun ten an ce, so that n eed 
n ot be a hin d ran ce, but he had a heart 
that was right with God back of it. 
My heart rejoices iti this story of the 
boy who was left at. home when ail 
the rest wen t to meet tiie prophet be­ 
in g the on e whom God had chosen . 
Rest assured , O youn g man or youn g 
woman , that if your heart is right with 
God the on e thin g to d o is just what 
you are n ow d oin g, whether it be help­ 
in g mother in the home or father on 
the farm or in the store or office or 
workshop, an d when the Lord wan ts 
you elsewhere He will un mistakably 
call you. 
Run n ot before Him. 
He 
that believeth shall n ot make haste. 
David is n ow an oin ted in the mid st of 
his brethren . 
The Spirit of the Lord 
came specially upon him from that 
d ay forward (verse 13).
